The motion picture industry, now 33 


vcars old, is the fifth largest enterprise 
in the world, R. V, McGinnis, manager 
of the New theater, told Hope Rotary 
club at its luncheon meeting Friday at 
hotel Barlow.

States gross more than a billion dol- 
lars each year. The average citizen 
spends opproximately 28 cents per

Admission charges up to 40 cents are 


free of federal taxes, but from 40 cents 
up, theaters are taxed 10 per cent by 
the federal government. Local and 
state taxes vary. 


Motion picture players draw as high 


as $300,000 per year as salary. 
The 


lowest paid players receive $5 per 
day. They are termed "extras." Stars 
receiving $300,000 salaries are taxed 
so heavily so only net approximately 
25 per cent.

•There are many different causes for 
changes in the skin. Sometimes it be- 
comes infected by germs or parasites. 
About one-half of a!l the skin dis- 
eases we now recognize are of this 
character. 


Sometimes the skin becomes dam- 


aged by irritating substances or by 
poisons. Some diseases appear more 
often in some ra.ces than in others. 


Some conditions appear more often 


in women than in men. Women, for 
instance, suffer much more with nerv- 
ous eruptions of the skin. Men suffer 
more frequently with barber's itch 
and the kind of skin disturbances due 


' to occupation. Children more often 
,yhaVe eruptions due to infections, ring- 


worm and eczema. 


Older people suffer with hardening 


of the skin and with cancer. Some 
diseases appear more often in cold 
•weather; others more often in hot 
weather. 


Many of the skin diseases are quite

• observe reasonable care for the skin.

", much alkali will damage a thin, blond 
, 'skin. However, that may be the best

thick, oily skin.

If the liver fails to get rid of bile
